Judgw@ Simonton 
grants the injunction, without damages, and 
his opiniomw declares the act unconstitutional,

spite of the fact that a smile now and then 
spread itself over the congregation, atom- 
panied by other manifestations of humor, 
it wag evident that the impression bade 
was very deep. 

From beginning to end the minister was 
in close sympathy with the large congmga- 
tion, and the attention of the audience yas 
profound. 

There were at least 2,000 people gathered 
under the roof. It was necessary for the 
preacher at the beginning of the servics to 
instruct the ushers af the door to admit no 
one else. Several stood in the aisle, ard a 
larger gathering has rarely listened to a dis- 
course in thig city. 

The music by the choir was upusually 
good. There wag a large number of voices 
and the concert was superb. Professor 
Easton rendered one of his charming se- 
lections, ‘““‘The Handwriting on the Wall.” 

Dr. Martin began his discourse by saying 
that he had no attack to make on imnocent 
amusements or needful recreation..;He be- 
lieved in being happy and in making every- 
body else happy. God intended tha} every- 
body should be happy, and heaven isa place 
of ideal and perpetual happiness. __ 

He began hig crusade against the popular 
amusements Of the day by referring to the 
passion for playing cards, and especially 
the popular game known as progressive eu- 
chre. This game, said the docter, wag not 
calculated to promote the glory of God. 
People who had the love of God in their 
hearts and who aouene to exercise a good 
influence in the world, never commenced by 
playing progressive euchre. When a set 
of Young people organized a card party it 
never tended to make them more pious and 
to make them more regular in their attend- 
ance at church. The upshot of it all was 
that in nine cases out of ten a young man 
or a young lady who joined a euchre club 
would, in a very short while, become so 
worldly as to actually draw out from the 
church. The sin was one of great fascina- 
tion, and the best thing to do was to let it 
alone. It was a favorite instrumentality of 
the devil. 

The next point which the evangelist 
made wus in regard to flirting, and his re- 
line. A married man, for example, who 
he was handsome, would often transgress 
the bounds of propriety and express higeelf 
im a manner_unbecoming in @ man and a 
gentleman. Haying won the' heart of the 
woman who has confided to his keeping her 
little world of affection, hé sedks to impress 
other maidens and to make the conquest of 
other hearts." This fault was not entirely 
one-siged. There were a great many women 
who deserved to be accused of the same of- 
fense. They endeavored to make impres- 
sions in ways which were not proper and 
to go beyond the boundg of prudence if say- 
ing things which had best remained? un- 
spoken.

Flirting was a great sin and the man who 
wag guilty of it deserved the reproach of all 
honorable and Christian people. 

He next attacked the baseball craze. 
There was no harm, said the preacher, in 
the mere playing of a game of.ball, but the 
people had carried it to an ee They 
had made it a passion, and had lavisfied 
upon the amusement thousands of dollars. 
Ita effect was demoralizing ahd the influ- 
ence which it exercised upon fhe minds of 
the you and the old as for that matter, 
was in the highest degree harmful. It ac- 
celerated the passion for gaming, and every 
game of ball which was ages was accom- 
panied by henvy bets. It fostered a spirit 
which was antagonistic to that of religion, 
and there was nothing in the so-called pop- 
ular amusement which wag calculated to 
promote the glory of God. 

The evangelist next referred to the im- 
moral influence of moonlight rides. He 
thought that a more discreet supervision 
ought to be exercised in the oe by pa- 
rents who were usually too Mx. He re- 
ferred incidentally to the circus, but stated 
hat no one ever went to see the circus— 
it was always to see the animals. 

Lastly he touched upon that popular 
amusement which has so often been cen- 
sured by religion—dancing. Yo sinners 
dance into the church, or do saints dance 
out of it? That was the terse, almost epi- 
grammatic way in which the pastor ex- 
pressed it. It was a great evil and was the 
prolific source of much unhappiness and of 
much crime in the world. A great many of 
thé Citmes which men commit fiad their or- 
igin in the ballroom and dancing was the 
root of all evil. There should be a sentiment, 
or rather, a much stronger sentiment, in 
the church opposed to it, for religion and 
daneing were not at all compe e. If a 
law was. pa requiring men to dance with 
men and ladies to dance with ladies there 
wopld never be more than one dance, It 
would effectually came to apend. . 

If the love of God was in the heart there 
would be no disposition to patronize popu- 
Tur amusements. They were altogether un- 
necessary and the world could get along 
without them. It was folly to say that 
any of them were necessary. The opera 
‘house especially was a great evil and men 
and women could go to the opera’ When 
they would never think of going to church. 
A remedy for popular amusements was the 
gospel of Jesus Christ. A man thoroughly 
converted would not have it in his heart to 
indulge in any of the exercises of sin, but 
would give his heart unreservedly to God 
and would do all he could to promote his

The killing occurred night before last in | 


the quiet, peaceful, thriving little subur- 
ban village of Manchester. 

Bright and early yesterday morning Cor- 
oner Paden was summoned to.the spot 
where the lifeless form of the negro had 
been left and gathered a jury to try the 
ease. The inhabitants of Manchester were 
excited over the first case. of murder that 
has ever come under their observation as 
residents of Atlanta’s beautiful little’ sub- 
urb. So quiet and tranquil are the daye 
out there that such a thing as murder is 
never dreamed of by the people as they fol- 
low with thrift and industry their different 
pursuits. It ig the one place around the 
big, noisy city of Atlanta where sensations 
or rumors of sensations never obtrude. It is 
the dreamiest of the sunny hillsides around 
the city, just far enough awny from the din 
and the dust to look hazy, reposeful and 
inviting, and there many leading families of 
Atlanta have built comfortable cottages in 
which they will spend the heated term. So 
much is said of Manchester to show that it 
is a place of splendid social conditions, and 
that this, the first murder ever committed 
there, has caused the wildest sensation the 
inhabitants ever knew. 

Jim Pease is a negro who has been at 
work lately, gut at Manchester, The place, 
being a rapidly growing suburb and a great 
deal of building going on from time to time, 
it is naturally pretty well filled with crowds 
of negro laborers, who, sometimes, get 
boisterous and unruly from drink. _ 

It is said that whisky had much to do 
with bringing Jim Pease, the negro, and 
W. A. Gober, the white man, into the diff- 
culty which resulted in the pegto’s death. 
They had both been drinking, so the story 
goes at .police station, Words, led to wards 
and when the negro became unbearable to 
the white man he shot him twice.
